tion of the chairman thereof, the necessary amount of
stationery : provided, that an amount not exceeding ten
dollars in value shall be issued to any committee dur-
ing one session of the legislature.

SectioN 2. The said superintendent shall charge to
such committee, specifying the items and value there-
of, the stationery go delivered to each committee, and
report the same to the legislature whenever requested
8o to do.

SecTIoN 8. Chapter two of the general laws of 1863
and all acts and parts of acts, so far as the same contra-
vene this act, are hereby repealed.

SecrioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 190.
[ Published March 23, 1874.]

AN ACT to amend chapter 81 of the laws of 1861, entitled “an
act to provide for the protection of camp meetings and other
religious assemblies.”

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. Section 2 of chapter 81 of the general
laws of 1861, is hereby amended 8o as to read as fol-
lows: Any person who shall violate the provisions of
this act, he, she or they shall forfeit and pay for every
such offense a fine not less than five dollars nor more
than fifty dollars, to be collected as hereinafter pro-
vided and paid over to the county treasurer, (where) the
same, as other fines are required to be paid, for the use
of schools.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect from and
afler its passage and publication.
